Charles E. West, attorney-general of 
Oklahoma, whose official activity start- 
ed the controversy that has resulted 
in the resignation of Gov. Haskell as 
treasurer of the national Democratic 
Committee and in ‘the unprecedented 
epistolary-duel between President Roose- 
velt and William J. Bryan, is at the 
Southern Hotel. 

The attorney-general is a small man— 
about 5 feet 4 inches in height. He 
is smooth-faced, small-featured and boy- 
ish-looking. He was dressed Monday 
in a brownish cutaway suit and a tan- 
colored flat-topped derby. 

“T have nothing to say, nothing to say 
about this controversy,’ he exclaimed. 
“T am not interested in the matter per- 
sonally, only officially. The case against 
the Prairie Gas and Oil Co. is still 
pending in the Supreme Court of Okla- 
homa and I do not want to talk about 
it. 


‘T prought the proceedings against the 
Prairie Gas Company in the district 
court of Logan county and Gov. Haskell 
began the proceedings in the Supreme 
Court to prohibit me from prosecuting 
the case. The second case was decided 
against-me and I now have a motion 
pending in the Supreme Court for a re- 
hearing. 


Disagrees With the Court, 
‘The Court agrees with the Governor,”’ 
West added with some warmth, “and I 
don’t agree with either of them. 

“And I don’t intend to," he went-:on. 
‘But it,is not my place to talk until aft- 
er the Supreme Court of the United 
States shall have passed upon the mat- 
See. : 

“Why don’t you ask Fiaskell about 
it?’’ West replied to a subsequent ques- 
tion for more facts about the Prairie 
Gas case. ‘‘He’ll spout for you.’’ 

“How do you explain Gov. Haskell's 
conduct in prohibiting you from prose- 


cuting the gas company?’ West was 
asked. 
“He has given several explanations 


himself,’’ West replied. ‘I don’t know 
which is true. I'm not a mind-reader. 


Not pia, te Run State. 
“Haskell says [I’m trying to run the 


State of Oklahoma. I think I’m only 
trying to run the Attorney-General’s of- 
fice in Oklahoma.”’ 

In regard to the national aspect - 
the controversy, West said: 

“The people of Oklahoma are heartily 
in favor of Bryan. He came-‘to our 
State and helped us to get our consti- 
tution. Gov. Haskell is not connected 
with teh national! campaign now, and 1} 
don’t see that he is an issue. The 
people of Oklahoma understand all 
about the controversy in our State and 
they wil] settle it.’’ 

Asked if he would be a candidate for 
Governor next time, Mr. West replied 
evasively. He said Haskell’s term has 
‘More than two years yet to run, and 
under the Oklahoma constitution a Gov- 
ernor is not eligible to re-election.

After questioning Jackson Long, the 
negro accused of murdering 14-year-o'd 
Nellie Nienaber, Prosecuting Attorney 
St. Louis County stated 
that Long’s statements were ‘‘confused 
and conflicting,” and that. apparently 
the negro has little on which to base an 
alibi. 

Before he was taken into Johnston’s 
presence, Long was beaten by other 
prisoners in the Clayton Jail because he 
refused to clean out a basin in which 
he had washed his hands. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Long de- 
nied that he knew anything of the man- 
ner of the girl’s death or that he had 
ever threatened to ‘‘get even’’ with the 
Nienaber family, which caused him to 
be fined early in August. 

Long admitted, at ihe Coroner’s 'Ir- 
quest held at Kirkwood Sunday, that 
he was near the scene of the murder 
on the day it was committed, but did 
not admit being there during the af¢2r- 
noon,, when Nellie Nienaber went there. 
His evasion of questions caused Cv.- 
oner Bracy to lose patience and say;’. 
“If I had a rope I would string you up” 

Crowd Willing to Act. 

“That's right,” cried men in _ the 
crowd attending the inquest. “Let'g get 
a rope and hang him right now.” 

Dr. Bracy then rapped for order, say- 
ing that he had spoken hastily, and 
that he did not desire any demonstra- 
tion against the prisoner. 

Henry Nienaber and his wife, foster- 
parents of the murdered girl, testified 
at the inquest that they had caused the 
arrest of Long, who was their near 
neighbor, a short time before the mur- 
der, They said that when Long was 
fined $10 on their complaint by a Val- 
ley Park Justice of the Peace, he said: 
“You got me this time, but I'll get 
even, and it'll be in a way yeu'll re- 
mem ber.”’ 

The cause of his arrest had been a 
quarrel with Nellie Nienaber over a 
horse. 

Long, answering questions with much 
reluctance, said he went Monday morn- 
ing, Aug. 17, to Cole’s grove, &@ mile 
from his home, the place where the 
assault and murder occurred in the 
afternoon. He said he left the grove 
before noon, and that in the afternoon 
he hauled rock from a quarry, going 
home before dark. Long's wife testified 
that he got home about 5 p. m. 

Girl Entered Grove Alone. 
Testimony of the Neinabers showed 
that Nellie went about 3 p. m., Aug. Ii, 
to Cole's grove, to. pick apples and 
peaches. She first went to the home 
of Mrs. Neiaber’s sister, Mrs. Henry 
Quernheim, and asked that, Mrs. Quern- 
heim’s two children might” accompany 
her. The mother did not think best to 
let them go, and the gir! returned te her 
home and proceeded to the grove. 

On her way she followed @ path near 
the negro’s house.

When John Smith, a negro, was ar- 
raigned in Judge Allen’s court Mon- 
day, charged with voting fraudulently 
in the Second Precinct of the Fourth 
Ward at the Democratic primary Aug. 
4, he surprised everybody by pleading 
guilty. Judge Allen was not sure that 
he heard right. He asked Smith if he 
intended to plead guilty. Smith said: 
“Yes, I'll take my medicine.”’ 

There is a report at the Four Courts 
that Smith will be used as a witness 
against men higher up. It was shortly 
after he and four other roustabouts had 
been arrested and taken before the 
grand jury that indictments were re- 
turned against Billy Lee and Sam Fa- 
vors, reputed leaders of the negroes in 
that ward. 

Eighteen in all were arraigned. The 
other 17 waived a plea. By direction of 
Judges Allen, Shields and Fisher they 
were put on the records as pleading not 
guilty. The cases were set for Oct. 6, 
12, 13 and 14. Their attorneys will make 
a motion to quash, on the ground that 
the primary election law is unconstitu- 
tional because it provides no penalties, 

The grand jury found a precinct Mon- 
day in which no fraud had been com- 
mitted. It is the Tenth of the Seventh 
Ward. The registration was 233. The 
polibooks showed 136 votes cast. The po- 
lice canvass showed 138 as having voted. 
The discrepancy was accounted for by 
showing that twe ballote were thrown 
out because they were not correctly 
marked, 

The grand jury will conelude the ex- 
amination of witnesses Wednesday and 
will make its final report Saturday.

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YOAKUM PLEADS 
FOR SOUARE DEAL 
FOR GOOD TRUSTS 


Railway: Official Says Indis- 
criminate Attacks Hurt 
Both Capital and Labor.

COLUMBUS, 0O., Sept. 28-—B. F. 
Yoakum, chairman of the executive 
committees of the Rock Island-Frisca 
railway system, addressed the conven- 
tion of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen. making a 
strong plea for the cessation of legisla- 
tion hostile to the railroads o fthe coun- 
try. 

The railroad mileage of the United 
States was 227,000 miles last year, he 
said, having increased 24 per cent in 10 
years. The number of firemen, now 
70,000, had increased 92 per cent and 
their annual payroll had grown from 
$23,000,000 to $53,000,000, the amount paid 
them last year, but since the beginning 
of the recent hard times last October 
the payroll had been cut $8,000,000. 

What was needed for a restoration of 
the full payroll and a continuance of 
the growth of railway business and rail- 
way construction was a restoration of 
confidence in financial investments. 

Something like $6,000,000,000 would be 
needed in the next 10 years for building 
new roads and equipping them if the 
progress of the last decade was to be 
kept up, and New York bankers, who 


‘had furnished 90 per cent of the money 


needed for building the 106,000 miles of 
railroad west of the Mississippi River, 
must be depended on to supply the 
money. 


Co-Operative Policy Necessary. 
Continuing, Mr. Yoakum’ said: 
Any policy that stirs up internal strife, 
that prejudices one interest against an- 
other, that injures or endangers our 
groundwork of co-operation, is hurtful 
alike to all. As a nation we should 
stand shoulder to shoulder for the 
rights of both the public and the law- 
abiding corporations and the indiscrim- 
inate denunciations of all capital of the 
country should cease. 

“Those who have the true tnterest of 
the country at heart should work for 
the enforcement of the.laws which have 
been made effective in the last few 
years, vigorously prosecuting every vio- 
lator. 

In conclusion, I wish to say that I am 
heartily in sympathy with you in your 
work. I belfeve organized labor and or- 
ganized capital can better work to- 


strate.’’

Before Lund 
couid realize what _had happened anoth- 
er encircied his thigh. The diver began 
to chop frantically at the rubber-like 
bonds, and he signaled to the barge 
above that he wanted to ascend.

“God of Vengeance’ Shows 


Life Hinted at in “Mrs. 
Warren’s Profession.”’ 








reached and passéd last night 
when Sholom Asch’s dreadful 
three-act drama, “The God’ of Ven- 
gance,”’ was presented by a Yiddish 
company under the management of Ed- 
win A. Relkin at the Olympic theater, 
The performance of this play would 
not be permitted on the English-speak- 
ing. stage, its closest parallel, ‘Mrs. 
Warren’s Profession,"’ having been for- 
bidden for merely hinting at that phase 
of life which is here openly ‘pictured in 
revolting detail. The fact that it is the 
work which has established the fame of 
Sholom Asch in Russia, Germany and 
Austria, and that it tells a powerfully 
dramatic story and points a good 
moral, does not condone its offense. We 
must merely concede that the. foreign 
stage is more frank than ours in its ac- 
ceptance of themes long considered 
“taboo” for theatrical treatment and, 
thus conceding, maintain that justified 
attitude which debars these themes 
from our own playhouses. 

The Play’s Revolting Story. 
The story of “The God of Vengeance,” 
as told by Mr. Relkin’s players to a 
large Olympic audience last night, 
makes plain the truth that it should 
never hope for English-speaking repre- 
sentation and that its performance in 
Yiddish should be forbidden in this 
country.

The doubt cast upon the authenticity 
of the late Grover Cleveland's last po- 
litical document recalls the ‘‘Morley for- 
gery,’ circulated to discredit James A.

He Assures Bryan He Favors 
Publicity of Fund After 
the Election. 





OF AID TO OPPOSITION 





Fears Bryan and Others Would 
Take Unfair Advantage 
of Information. 





WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—President 
Roosevelt's reply to Mr. Bryan's recent 
telegram, made public today, is about 
three times as long as the telegram. 


Mr. Roosevelt says: 

To show the difference between deeds

While 
ney was Attorney-General, 
whatever were brought under the 
anti-trust law against combination 
of capital, the only new cases which he 
brought being directed against combina- 
tions of workingmen. During that en- 
tire administration the only cases 
b ht against combinations of capital 
upae the anti-trust act were four in 
num , two of which were. unsuccess- 
ful; one of the other two being the case 
which was decided by Judge Taft in 
favor of the Government. 

Under this administration a mass of 
such cases have been brought, inciud- 
ing the case against the Northern Se- 
curities Co.; against the beef packers; 
against the Federal Salt Co.; against 
the General Paper Co.; against the Otis 
and other_elevator oe emg agaist 
the American Tobacco Co.; against the 
Powder Trust; ainst the Virginia-Car- 
olina Chemical Co.; against the Stand- 
ard Ojl Co., and others. 

, Gevernment Has Not Falled. 

In a number of these cases the Gov- 
ernment has already succeeded by in- 
junctions and otherwise. Some of the 
tases are now pending. In hardly any 
mportant case against great law-break- 

rations has the Government 
yet suffered final defeat. 

As regards suits to suppress railway 
abuses: Under the last Democratic ad- 
ministration there were no indictments 
against the shippers for receiving re- 
bates or secret rates. Under my ad- 
ministrations there have been 4% indict- 
ments for secret rebates, resulting in 
18 convictions, and in only fotir cases 
have these indictments failed.

> Pablicity After Election. 


I emphatically approve of the publica- 
tion of campaign expenses after election, 
whether provided for by law or not. 
You have shown by this letter that, 
if the contributions to Mr. Hughes 
campaign fund had been made public 
before election, you and those who act 
with you would have striven to give 
the false impression that Mr. Hughes 
was unfit to be intrsuted with the posi- 
tion of Governor; and you have shown 
by this letter of yours that, if Mr. Har- 
riman’s contribution to the campaign 
fund of 1904 (and, incidentally, I may 
mention that I am informed that this 
particular contribution was not. used for 
the national campaign, but in the New 
York State campaign) had been known 
before election, you and your support- 
ers would have endeavored to use the 
fact of its having been made as an 
insincere and untruthful argument to 
show that I could not be trusted to 
deal out exact justice to Mr. Harriman. 
No stronger argument against your 
proposition has yet been advanced than 
this, that you have thus unconsciously 
advanced. 

I now come to the important part of 
our letter, your attitude toward Mr. 
askell. You state that Mr. Haskell 
has voluntartly resigned from the com- 
mittee. You speak highly of the public 
service which he has rendered and pro- 
test against any condemnation of him, 
except such as may come in a court. 

Now all the great financial magnates 
who then contributed to your campaign 
fund would have preferred business 
perity to business adversity, other 
gs being equal; but they would rath- 
mave had the immense profit that 
would have accrued to them from the 
ftee coinage of the 50-cefft’dollar than 
the smaller profit which would have 
accrued to them merely from the gen- 
eral industrial prosperity of the coun- 
try.

I now come to what you have to say 
as to contributions, and here you fur- 
nish your own answer. You state that 
it appears frem the published state- 
ment of the contribution to Mr. Hughes 
campaign for Governor two years ago 
that various men of wealth, some of 
them connected with big corporations, 
whom you name, to the number of nine, 
contributed from $20,000 to apiece. 
You ask. “Would the fact that these 

entlemen contributed to his campaign 
und strengthen or weaken his testi- 
mony against the reasonableness of our 
anti-trust remedy?’’ and later you con- 
tinue by asking: ‘‘Are you willing to 
say that any public interest was served 
in 1904 by concealing until after the 
election the contributions made to the 
Republican Campaign Committee by 
Mr. Harriman and those collected by 
him for others? Are you willing to say 
that the publication before election to 
the contribution than made would have 
had no effect on the eléction? You 
then propose to publish the names of 
centiibutore before election and ask us 
to do the same.

I call your at- 
tention to the letter of Mr. L. T. Rus- 
sell, the editor of the Morning Demo- 
crat of Ardmore, Ok., in which, writing 
to you on Sept. 24, 1908, he states: 

If you were ignorant of such charges 
it is because you refused to read thcm 
when presented, when you visited Ok- 
iahoma last fall in the interest of Can- 
didate Haskel]. At that time I per- 
sonally presented to you 10 typewritten 
pages of charges against Mr. Haskell, 
covering his operations in Ohio, New 
York, | rkansas, Texas and Oklahoma. 

The charges recently made by 
Mr. Hearst were all made by me at 
that time.” 


Courts to Deal With Him. 

You ask that we leave the courts to 
deal with Mr. Haskell. As te some mat- 
ters, the courts have already dealt with 
him. As to others, various private in- 
dividuals whom he has wronged, and the 
United States Government, on behalf 
of helpless Indians whom he has 
wronged, are striving to have the courts 
to deal with him. Mr. M. L. Nott, Na- 
tional Aitorney for the Creek Nation, 
writes me as follows: 

In October, 1906, Mr. Foulke of Rich- 
mond, Ind., was sent to investigate the 
matter of the townsite frauds in the 
Creek Nation. Mr. Foulke’s report is in 
the hands of the Secretary of the In- 
terior. All parties connected with these 
ng pgee Rhee og ue the same 

and methods. pon the report 
filed by Mr. Foulke, I, as attorney’ for 
the Creek Nation, was directed by the 
Secretary of the Interior to file suits in 
equity for the cancellation where: the 
same had been secured by fraud. 

“Proceeding upon instructions, and 
after full vestige tion, I found that 
Gov. C. N. Haskell, among others, had 
secured deeds to quite a number of 
lots in ae by conspiracy and 
fraud; that he had had these lots sched- 
ule the names of ‘dummies,’ or 
‘straw’ men, who lived in the State of 
Ohio and elsewhere, and then had them 
quitclaim back to him without consider- 
ation. By this dishonest means he 
succeeded in getting deeds to a large 
number of lots belonging to the Cree 
Indians at one-half appraised 
value. 
“IT have filed quite a number of suits 
against Gov. askell, in which con- 
spiracy and fraud is charged, and the 
manner of consummating it is set out 
in detail. Haskell has not filed any an- 
swer in any of these cases. .He has 
simply, through his attorney, filed dila- 
tory motions, such as demurrers, plead- 
ing to the jurisdiction, eto. He dare 
not answer and ps the allegations set 
up in our bill; such an answer would 
be a sworn lie and known to be by the 
large number of ‘straw’ men and ‘dum- 
mies’ he used in perfecting the fraud.”’ 

Haskell’s New York Record. 

For this particular act of the man 
whose public record you indorse you 
may rest assured that the Interior De- 
partment will endeavor to see that the 
courts do ‘“‘justice’’ to him. 

When Mr. Haskell was in New York 
various judgments were filed against 
him. I will not at the moment discuss 
the charges of perjury and fraud made 
against him by Attorney Albert H. 

alker of New York in connection with 
the suit decided by Judge Lacombe in 
March, 1902. But the records of the 
County Court of New York County show 
that on Feb. 21, 1900, a judgment for 
damages and costs amounting to $42,- 
235.43, recovered in the Supreme Court 
of the county. was filed against Charles 
M. Haskell. On April 2, , this judg- 
ment was returned on the Sheriff’s exe- 
cution eaaaee to the extent of only 

.80, and the remainder of it remains 
still unsatisfied. In this instance your 
proposal that Mr. Haskell be left to the 
court does not seem to have produced 
thoreugh-going justice. 

Neither shal touch upon the various 
sults of all kinds now pending against 
him for all kinds of reasons. Thus, ® 
is reported in the press, under date of 
Sept. 19, 1908, that a $500 judgment had 
been obtained against Mr. Haskell by an 
attorney of Arkansas who was employed 
by him “to lobby before the City Coun- 
cil of Muskogee to get through a fran- 
chise. The attorney’s e was never 
paid, but the franchise Was granted.”’ 

Nor again shall I touch upon the 
facsimile published in the press of 
Sept. 25 last, showing Mr. Haskell 
having three years ago joined an or- 
ganization to prevent union labor 
rom entering the city in which he 
lived. Indeed, es regards this last

Federal Grant to Standard Oil. 

Now as to Gov. Haskell’s connection 
with the Standard Oil Co. in Oklaho- 
ma. Gov. Haskell advances the fact 
that the United Stetes Government 
permitted the Standard Oil Co. on the 
Same terms as any and all other com- 
panies to enjoy the legal provisions to 
which it was entitled on the Indian 
reservations of Oklahoma, as his jus- 
tification for having given it illegal 
privileges to which it was not enti- 
tled in the State of Oklahoma, ’ 
e excuse furnishes the measure 
of Gov. Haskell’s moral quality. The 
Federal act of March 14, 1904, con- 
ferred upon the Secretary of the In- 
terior the right to grant permits for 
oil and gas pipe lines to cross Indian 
reservations. Reservations to carry 
out the law were drawn up by the 
regretery of the Interior April 12 
1904, on compliance with the law and 
the regulations of the Department of 
the Interior permitted the Standard 
Of] Pipe Line Co. (the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Co., the Cary River Gas Co., the 
Dense Portland Cement Go. and oth- 
ers, including Texas and gulf compa- 
nies), all on the same terms and un- 
der the same conditions, the right of 
Way across the Indian reservation. 
No preference or privilege was 
Sranted to any company that was not 
also grarted to ali the others. Any 
Other action than that actually taken 
¥Y the Interior Department would 
have been as grossly improper as the 
actions of Gov. Haskell himself. The 
Vernment stood neither for nor 
against any company; but it required 
each to obey the law. Its action was 
precisely like the action which it took, 
for instance, in proceedin against 
the Standard Ot! Co. In the rebate 
matter: it dig not thus proceed, be- 
Cause the Standard Ol! Co. was in- 
volved. but because rebates had been 
granted: it would have proceeded just 
the rivals of the 

tandard O 
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and tribal property ef the Indians. It 
had nothing to do with the question of 
compliance with the laws of the State 
of Oklahoma, and conferred no privilege 
to cross territory in Oklahoma outside 
of these reservations. Gov. Haskell re-

PLUTOCRACY IN OHIO AND MISSOURL 

As Senator Foraker's statement of Sept. 25, 
sent out from Cincinnati, gives his correspon- 
dence with John D. Archbold in the deal for 
“taking over” the Ohio State Journal, it is con- 
clusive evidence that the $50,000 of Standard 
Oil money supplied by Archbold to Senator For- 
aker, was in no sense a bribe offered to Foraker. 

When it was found that the paper could not 
then be taken over under the plan proposed, 
Senator Foraker returned the money. He took no 
fee or percentage from it for his work. He was 
not bribed. His letter of May, 1906, in reply {o 
one from Arc >ld, shows him declining to ac- 
cept a retaining fee from the Standard Oil Co. 
in its Ohio litigation because of his duties 
in the Senate. 

If the publication of his letters,yas they were 
given out by William R. Hearst, had made the 
pc'n* for argument now the probability that Sen- 
ator Foraker had accepted a bribe, his statement 
now would show that no such probability had 
existed either on the showing as made by the 
Hearst letters or on any other. 

Now, as always in the minds of intelligent ob- 
servers of public events, the assumption of sucha 
probability in the case of Senator Foraker is 
absurd. He was not retained by the Standard Oil 
Co., or by any other client of that kind ‘ex- 
cept after having made his reputation as an emi- 
nent lawyer, a lawyer of senatorial rank. Such 
lawyers do not accept bribes in the United States 
Senate or elsewhere. 

Coming back, however, from all this, which 
is a mere disgression in Senator Foraker's case, 
the important points in his case, as he himself 
has presented it, remain exactly as they were 
before. ! 

When he is on his way to his present service 


in the United States Senate, it is the way opened |: 


for him by his service as the attorney of the 
Standard Oi] Co. The fees he takes are at- 
torney’s fees, not bribes. They are strictly lawful 
as well as legal. But as he becomes the servant 
of the Standard Oil interests thus, his promo- 
tion to the Senate follows. It follows logically 
as a result of the system of control in Ohio poli- 


tics. 

He takes no Standard Oi] money as United 
States Senator. But he represents gratuitously his 
Standard Oil constituency when its interests are 
in conflict with those of the State of Ohio. 

If he negotiates a deal by which $50,000 of 
Standard Oil money is to be used to take over 
an important Ohio newspaper secretly, that it 
may serve the interests of the monopoly secretly 
while pretend'ng to serve those of the people of 
Ohio, the fact that he makes no charge and ac- 
cepts no fee does not exonerate him. 

If when the Attorney-General of Ohio is press- 
ing a suit to enforce the laws of Ohio against 
the Standard Oi] Co., in practices alleged 
to be lawless, he intervenes and defeats the pur- 
poses of the suit and of the lav back of it, the 
fact that this service is rendered to the Standard 
Oil Co., without the payment of a fee to 
him, does not make him a United States Senator 
fit to be trusted with the guardianship of the 
rights and the interests of the people of Ohio. 

The question in his case is still the same as in 
the closely related cases of other United States 
senators with records. which parallel it closely. 

In the case of United States Senator Stone of 
Missouri, no ore who is intelligent enough to 
understand the course of public affairs would 
believe a charge of bribery if it had been made. 
__ere ig no such implication in the main points 
of the record, as made in Missouri, which coin- 
cide with and explain Ohio history. 

If in the case of the Continental Tobacco Co.. 
the laws of Missouri are used for private 
purposes, so that the Attorney-General of Mis- 
souri is foiled as was the Attorney-General of 
Ohio, William J. Stone, as an attorney, holding 
then no public office, is representing the inter- 
est of a client and violating no law in doing it. 
Nor did Senator Foraker. But if the power of 
monopoly is confirmed, the public interests suffer 
if the anti-trust law is defeated thus both in 
Missouri and Ohio, we have a parallel case. 

Senator Stone is not suspected of taking monop- 
oly money for bis action in the United States 
Senate. When he is held above this suspicion, as 
is Senator Foraker, by all intelligent people, we 
have another parallel, which is continued, if 
when on the way to ‘he United States Senate, 
both are found as attorneys, serving trust inter. 
ests for attorney's fees. On the record in Ohio, 
Senator Foraker admits that he was the well paid 
attorney of the Standard Oil trust before he 
went to the Senate. On the record in Missouri. 
there is an admission from William J. Stone 
that as an attorney for the Missour! Health So- 
ciety (or the National Health Society) he wrote 
the argument on ‘Alum and Poison” intended to 
control the Missouri Legislature. On the public 
record as it now stands, his employment by the 
Health society is part of the operation of the 
“Baking Powder Trust.” When the record has 
in it also William J. Stone’s testimony that he 
made no special charge for that special service. 
it is once more a parallel to the gratuitous serv- 
ices rendered by Foraker in Ohio under the 
general conditions of his | connection with mono- 


polies. 

No bribes were offered in taking over the Kan- 
sas City Times in Missouri or the State Journal 
in Ohio. If in Misouri the money used to take 
over the Kansas City paper is monopoly money 
supplied or expected from public service cor- 
porations in St. Louis and Kansas City, as was 
testified by Editor Groves, we have a parallel 
for Foraker’s action in the case of the State 
Journal when the Kansas City Times is being 
taken over to further William J. Stone’s prox- 
ress to the United States Senate. 

The parallel extends beyond such incidents. It 
extends beyond Missouri and Ohio to the opera- 
tions of the same system everywhere. Plutocracy 
as it gains control of the avenues of promotion, 
does not bribe men who are able, intelligent and 
popular enough to serve its purposes in the 
highest publ‘e office. It blocks their way until 
they accept its private service under its own con- 
ditions. Promoted afterwards to the United States 
Senate or to any other office, they cannot break 
away and return to the service of the people. 
They are not paid by Plutocracy ip the Senate, 
but by the people. It is the {nterests of Pluto- 
cracy they serve, while being paid by the people. 
This is the final point of parallelism which may

be found in Ohio and Missouri history and | 


the history of every State where ‘Plutocracy has 
attempted to emtablish its control as a perma- 
nent system. 
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Foraker doesn’t believe in a “moral awaken- 
ing.” Still, unconsciously, he is a good deal uf 
a reformer u:meelf. 
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When a treasurer of any kind quits under fire 
it might not be altogether amiss te look into his 
accounts. 
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If his portraits do not flatter him, Mr. J. D. 
Archbold is a truly good man. ,
